Spirit Of Old West 
Prevails At Lazy HY 
In Casper, Wyoming

Horsemen and horsewomen were 
delighted to receive invitations from 
Harry Yesness, greeting them as 
“Dear Neighbor’, to meet at his 
Lazy HY Ranch on Decoration Day 
for an afternoon ride, supper and 
dancing. The ranch buildings are 
located at the outskirts of Casper, 
Wyoming where about 75 riders 
gathered early in the afternoon. We 
were greeted by our host on _ his 
handsome Palomino stallion, El Cab- 
allero, and several photographers 
took pictures of us all. For the 
benefit of those with movie cameras, 
riders were asked to cross Garden 
Creek as they left the ranch. Some 
were so eager to make the pictures 
really good that they’ galloped 
through the creek, and were well 
splashed. Keith Thomas’ horse step- 
ped in a hole and went down, but 
Keith was thrown high on the bank. 
Though not hurt, he was pretty well 
drenched by his’ horse’s violent 
splashing in recovering himself. 

It was a gay cavaleade that set 
forth across the two thousand-acre 
ranch headed for Garden Creek 
Falls, in a deep canyon on the lower 
face of Casper Mountain. The bright 
hues of many typically western out- 
fits stood out sharply against the 
softer colors of English riding cloth- 
es, faded levis, and what-have-yous, 
and big white ten-gallon hats were 
the rule. The horses, too, were re- 
splendent in all their best tack, 
showy martingales, breastplates, etc., 
added in honor of the occasion. 

And, strangely enough on a holi- 
day, even nature was kind. The sun 
shone warmly, the wind didn’t blow, 
and no rain fell that day. The 
prairie turf had a deep spring in it, 
and the wild flowers were blooming 
like mad in all their soft and vivid 
colors—even the deep red _ paint 
brush was glowing. And the modest 
little meadowlarks sang their liquid 
songs. Along the Creek wild cur- 
rent bushes were masses of yellow 
bloom, while Juneberry bushes were 
veiled with white lace. Birds darted 
in and out of the haw thicket, seem- 
ing to question our right to disturb 
them at their nesting. 

Adding the final touch of perfec- 
tion to the ride, the humble sage- 
brush, as if not to be outdone by its 
brighter hued brothers, sent up its 
piquant perfume when bruised by 
galloping feet. 

High in the upper reaches of the 
dark and towering mountain before 
us hundreds of snow drifts glittered 
like diamonds on dull velvet, and 
one remembered the odor of wet 
vegetation, the delicate green tips of 
budding pines, the chattering of 
chipmunks, the bright flash of a 
mountain jay. the harsh call of the 
magpie and the rarely seen blue 
grouse, demurely high in a pine tree. 

A bountiful supper was served buf- 
fet style in the main ranch house 
and the night being warm, we ate on 
the lawn, on the porches, the fences, 
and everywhere. Surely the spirit 
and camraderie of the old west was 
recaptured that day, and there could 
be no more likely place for it than 
on one of the most historic ranches 
in the state, established when Wyom- 
ing was yet a young Territory. 

In the hayloft of the barn, which 
before the war housed 75 head of 
purebred Jersey cows, an excellent 
orchestra played many of the old 
tunes which in early days enlivened 
dancers who gathered at ranch hous- 


es after fall round-ups were over. 
There were square dances and Scot- 
tisches and circle two-steps, also jit- 
terburgging and stomping, waltzing 
‘n everything. The floor was excel- 
lent and bales of hay served as seats. 

Of the many ‘“‘cowgals” and ‘‘cow- 
pokes” to receive prizes, on numer- 
ous scores, the most interesting was 
Mrs. Mary Iba, whose prize was for 
being the oldest cowgirl. She arriv- 
ed in this vicinity in a covered wag- 
on, and although now 93 years old, 
she has come through the many 
trials and vicissitudes of pioneer life 
with good health and zest for living. 
A tiny, frail looking woman, she was 
accompanied by her son Harry Iba, 
a prominent rancher. 

Yes, we had a grand good time, 
from two o’clock until midnight, for 
Harry Yesness is a most genial host 
as well as a generous sportsman. 
When first he bought the ranch 
hundreds of acres were unfenced and 
we riders had considered them pub- 
lic domain, which he knew. He left 
several acres open as a public picnic 
ground and fenced all the rest. But 
he sent word to the various riding 
groups that we were welcome to 
ride over his land as we had always 
done, but would we please close his 
gates, not ride over his hay meadows 
when under irrigation, and not dis- 
turb his grazing Herefords—all of 
which was most reasonable. He even 
went farther and sent word to the 
women’s riding club that if any of 
his new wire gates were too tight 
for us to open, to let him know and 
he would have them loosened. 

Incidentally, the day had a special 
significance for me, as it was my be- 
loved Giftline’s nineteenth birthday. 
It is a tradition at our boarding 





stable that spring has not come—not 


really—unless Giftline has ‘‘kicked 
up” with me, and he had not yet 
done so this spring. Secretly, I was 
concerned lest he might at last be 
showing his age by being sedate all 
through the restless urgings of 
spring. But on that ride, on topping 
a hill we looked upon a long, gently 
sloping meadow, free of both rocks 
and sagebrush, and I’m sure we both 
thought ‘‘what a lovely place for a 
gallop.’’ As I released him into his 
favorite gait—the glad free gallop 
of an old race horse—he nappily 
kicked up his heels—-and for us 
spring had come again.

Prospects for a quick victory over Japan are not very bright at 
the moment. It is beginning to look like a long and hard pull before 
Japan is whipped, or such it appears from the length of time needed 
to conquer Iwo Jima and Okinaw a. If we have to continue to hunt 
the Japs down and blast them from their holes like we did on these 
two islands it is hard to say just how long the war with Japan will 
last. 

To hope for an unconditional surrender from the Japs before 
they are soundly whipped is just so much wishful thinking. Germany 
was threatened with destruction but did not give up until her wea- 
pons were exhausted and her forces began to disintegrate. Her war 
was lost when the Allies landed on the beaches of Normandy, and the 
high command realized it then, but was powerless to do anything 
about it because it knew that the removal of Hitler, if that were 
possible, would not lessen the peace terms. So they elected to fight 
on. 

It is expected that the Japanese will follow the same pattern, 
for the Jap soldier has shown over and over again his extreme fanati- 
cism and utter disregard for death. This is borne out by the number 
of Jap suicides—they would rather commit suicide than be captured 
and will therefore fight fanatically to the death. 

The blow at Japan will be multiplied many times over that which 
struck Germany \n enormous mass of men and material is now 
being switched from Europe to the Pacific to crush Japanese resis- 
tance. Thousands of planes, landing craft and ships will hammer the 
island with such intensity as to reduce it to a shambles, that is, unless 
unconditional surrender is accepted. 

Unlike the German army as the end of its day was approaching, 
the morale of the Japanese troops is high and cannot be broken easily 
since the Jap believes there is greater happiness in the after life if 
he dies on the battlefield. He has proved this in every battle since 
(Gjuadalcanal, and there are at least 5,000,000 trained soldiers on the 
homeland who are ready to die. While the German soldier abandoned 
the fight when he had no more ammunition, the Japs attack with 
bayonets and knives and are mowed down by the thousands. But 
even such attacks cause casualties our leaders would like to avoid. 

The answer then for a quick victory doesn’t seem to lie in an 
unconditional surrender, which seems very remote at this time, but 
rather in an all-out effort with every means at our disposal aimed 
at Japan.

Towell, rode Duchess to the champ- 
ionship, while Joan McIntosh on 
Circle Surprise took home the re- 
serve ribbon. Duchess is a beautiful 
snow-white pony with fine manners 
which can jump with the best of 
them and Circle Surprise and Joan 
have been consistently good all year. 
The 8rd and 4th ribbons went to 
Beth Wagley and Kay Johnson, re- 
spectively. Beth has a new chestnut 
pony, Lady Bell, which is a real 
jumper winning blue ribbons in the 
open jump and fault and out. Kay, 
riding Victory Girl, won the trophy 
in the green hunter class. 

Everyone was delighted to see

After July 1 all members of 
the armed forces overseas will 
be required to submit a written 
request for a new subscription 
to The Chronicle.

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Twelve years ago, Airflow had won 
repeatedly, every type jumping class, 
including many sweepstakes and 
championships. He and his rider, 
Charles Lucas, at that time, belong- 
ed to the State Guard. In those days 
the Empire State Horse Show, held 
annually as part of the Syracuse 
State Fair, was 2nd only in size in 
the state to the National Horse 
Show held in Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

In one of these shows Airflow was 
competing in a scurry. His perform- 
ance had been so outstanding that 
for some reason the judges had fail- 
ed to clock it. We were sitting in 
the exhibitors’ box and had clocked 
it unofficially as 3 seconds better 
than any previous exhibition, which 
in an inside ring, is considerable. 
However, it was necessary for Air- 
flow to race again. He put out 
every effort and again, according to 
our watch, beat his nearest competi- 
tor by one second, also by a clean 
performance. But this time, the 
gate-boy forgot to open the gate. 
Those of you who have attended the 
Empire State Shows know that the 
gate of the coliseum, like the sides 
of the ring, is solid for approximate- 
ly 4 feet, with two rails at 1-foot 
intervals on top.

June, The Month Of Roses, 
Is Speeding On To 
Midsummer’s Day 


Well for those who live 
June, 

Great noontides, thunder-storms, all 
glaring pomps 

That triumph at the heels of June 
the god,

Leading his revels through our 
leafy world. 
So wrote Robert Browning, whilst 


Lowell asked, ‘‘What is so rare as a 
day in June?’’ Thunderstorms there 
probably will be. Those who look 
forward to a good year amongst part- 
ridges dread them, for the young 
birds fall easy victims to heavy 
rains, Farmers more than ever this 
year hope to get their hay in good 
condition, for there is a great short- 
age, and there will be more horses 
to feed this winter, and more stock 
too, with no reserve stacks to fall 
back upon. Crops in many parts will 
be heavy and the grass cutter will 
be at work within the next few days 
filling the countryside with its 
music. There was music too, in the 
sound of the scythe. It was really 
hard work mowing grass py hand 
and when [I look back upon the days 
when teams of mowers undertook 
this work for a few. shillings an 
acre, I realise afresh that [I am 
“getting on’’. 


I can recall when villages almost 
emptied themselves into the fields 
during the hay harvest. Old men 
and maidens, young men and child- 
ren, could all be found a job of sume 
kind, and off they trooped carrying 
their hayrakes and baskets of food, 
the women in their sun-bonnets, vr 
big straw-hats, and often wheeling 
a ‘pram’ which would stand in the 
shade of some tree whilst the re- 
mainder of the family worked, and 
laughed and sang. They were happy 
days those in rural England. Now 
not a quarter of the number of 
hands is required for the ingather- 
ing of crops but, despite this, most 
farmers will be short of labour. 
Some may have the help of prisoners 
of war, of land girls, and of towns- 
folk. This will, of course, be wel- 
come, but the fact remains that one 
man or youth, of the type who could 
swing a scythe the day long, was 
worth half a dozen of the most wii- 
ling amateur workers. And _ this 
year’s hay crop is of vital import- 
ance, Its ingathering will be mado 
all the easier if the weather is an 
ally. 


Cock-fighting Still Takes Place 

In parts of Cumberland they still 
have an occasional sub rosa cock- 
fight. They simply can’t help it. 
Time out of count Cumbrians have 
bred first-rate game birds, and, in 
the days when ‘“‘The Turf, the Chase 
and the sod’”’ was the regular even- 
ing toast at every squire’s dinner- 
table, Cumbrian cocks, cockers and 
feeders held an exalted place in the 
world of sport. The rural police in 
the county of course know where 
game birds are still bred, and have 
a shrewd suspicion that all of them 
are not kept out of sentiment, for 
showing, or for sale. 

One of the most enthusiast breed- 
ers of game birds in Cumberland the 
other day told me two stories which 


amused me. A village constable had 
somehow got information that there 
was to be a main and knew who was 
most likely to have birds’ taking 
part in it. He watched his man, saw 
him leave his house in the early 
morning with a sack over his back, 
and followed at a discreet distance. 
When they had gone a couple of 
miles out of the village the man 
with the sack stopped and sat on a 
gate. The constable in due course 
arrived on the scene. They chatted 
for a while, and then the man on 
the gate said, ‘‘Would you like to see 
‘em?’’ The officer said he would. su 
the sack was opened and two large 
turnips were rolled on to the road. 

Another constable followed a 
known game cock enthusiast at day- 
break and remarked, ‘‘You’re up 
early?” To this came the reply, ‘Yes: 
I couldn’t sleep so I thought I'd 
have a walk’’. “I'll come with you”, 
said the man in blue. They walked 
on and on along a country lane, and 
then the poor sleeper remarked, 
“Why noo, we mun as. well 
back; it’s be all over noow.”’ He had 
successfully lured the  cons*able 
away from the locality in which a 
main of had by then been 
fought!

California-Breds Are 
Scoring Their Greatest 
Success In 90 Years 





With 91 races and $201,415 in 
first money alone won up _ to last 
Saturday (June 23) in the record 
Santa Anita meeting, California- 
bred Thoroughbreds are scoring their 
greatest success in some _ ninety 
years of racing in the State. To this 
tab can be added four seconds, six 
thirds and three fourths annexed in 
stakes (not including the Santa 
Anita Derby), and the earnings re- 
present $38,000. Take the ‘‘in-the- 
money’ of the purses and the home- 
breds are past the million-and-a- 
quarter dollar mark. 

The next major objective is Sat- 
urday’s $100,000 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, world’s richest race. It looks 
like the good 3-year-olds Sea Sover- 
eign and possibly War Allies will 
come up to the race and be the main 
reliance of the California-breds. A 
victory or creditable showing will 
do much to boom the State’s import- 
ant preeding industry. 

Louis B. Mayer with his elabor- 
ate Perris Valley Thoroughbred nur- 
sery and cattle ranch has taken a 
substantial lead among the breed- 
ers, who are encouraged by receiv- 
ing 10 percent added to what the 
California-bred winners earn. This 
has amounted to around $21,500 so 
far in the meeting. 

Sixteen winners, ten of them sired 
by Beau Pere, the stallion imported 
from Australia five or six years ago, 
have been produced by Mayer. Char- 
les S. Howard with Seabiscuit his 
top sire at his vast Ridgewood 
Ranch in the Redwood Empire is In 
second place with six winners. Ed- 
win Janss’ Conejo Ranch near Cam- 
arillo is next with five winning. 

Vain Prince, bred by Walter H. 
Hoffman Jr., at Ventura, distinguish- 
ed himself by winning the San Gab- 
riel Handicap. Sea Sovereign won 
recognition by taking the $30,000 
Santa Catalina Handicap to be pro- 
claimed the best horse of the year 
bred in California. 
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True Star 

A record of a sort belongs to N. 
J. Schmitt, who in 1938 bought a 
yearling colt by Transmute—Cogar- 
town, by Rolled Stocking, from the 
consignment of J. Howard Rouse, 
bidding $550 to take the youngster. 

Named True Star, the son of 
Transmute paid for himself in his 
first year of racing, winning three 
and placing in 5 of 26 starts. He won 
his last race that year at Thistle 
Down in July, 1939, and 73 starts 
later, in 1942, also in July, he once 
again visited the winners’ circle. 
The faithful owner, Mr. Schmitt, 





was still paying his feed bills last 
year when, as an 8-year-old, True 
Star started three times without 
success. In all True Star won 6 races 
in 106 starts and a total of $6,522.

He ‘won a brace of blues by taking 
the open hunter over Gee Ray Bee 
and his stablemate Allentown and 
captured the working hunter by de- 
feating Jackie Warren’s Yankee 
Doodle. 

The jumper title and the reserve 
went to the sons of that well-favored 
jumper sire, Haphazard. It was Al

Kgg Nog, just one point back, took 
2 reds, in the open and touch and 
out. 

The A, G. Hargreave Stable domin- 
ated the saddle classes, winning 
both the three gaited and the five 
gaited championships with Modern 
Kstacy and Playfair McDonald §re- 
spectively. 

In the Junior classes the perfor- 
mers of Eve Prime of Warrenton 
and Betty Cannon’s Golden Nellie 
had things pretty much their own 
way. In the Junior hack g Prime en- 
try, Eve Star, took the blue with 
Golden Nellie in 2nd place; in the 
junior working hunters it was Gold- 
en Nellie on top with Eve Prime’s 
Skippy taking the red. 

Two well known names appeared 
in the summaries that have been ab- 
sent from local shows for some time, 
when Donald Sutherland of New 
York took a 8rd with his Maker of 
Time in the hunters under saddle,

Mrs. Gardner Hallman did one of 
of the best bits of riding seen this 
season when she piloted the gigan- 
tic veteran Applejack without fault, 
over four 5’-0” fences in the third 
jump off to win a smart victory in 
the knock-down-and-out. In winning 
so sensationally she defeated her 
husband who had the mount on Maj. 
Alvin I, Kay’s famous Smacko.

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Gymkhana Is Held 
By Junior Members 
Of Montreal Club

The Junior members of Montreal’s 
Horsemanship Club, Montreal, Can- 
ada, are on their own this year, and 
not only are they full of ideas, but 
they are carrying them out. Their 
Committee, with Dilys Williams as 
chairman, and Joan MacKay as chief 
organizer, call meetings, decide what 
they want to do, and having got the 
approval of the senior committee, 
go ahead and arrange’ everything 
themselves. 

The morning of Saturday, June 


2nd, was taken up with a _ novice 
seat and hands and junior’ horse- 


manship test No. 2. The afternoon 
was filled with gymkhana events, a 
junior jumping, obstacle jumping, 
and pair riding. 

All this was held at the Longacres 
Farm of Jack Fyon, on the Cote St. 
Lue Road. Mr. Fyon, when offering 
his farm, said he would _ provide 
lunch and drinks for the children. 
That sounded wonderful, but it 
wasn’t the half of it. Mr. Fyon lent 
horses and ponies whenever they 
were needed provided lunch and tea, 
and had cold drinks on hand all day. 
The barn is a very attractive one, 
white and pale green, with one part 
made into a large “‘horsy’”’ room, 
with comfy chairs, fire place, and 
innumerable prints, photos, and cur- 
ios. Underneath the green shuttered 
windows of this room, are large 
flower beds, thick with pansies. Here 
were rows of chairs for spectators, 
and a few hours after the delicious 
lunch, tea was served in the big 
room. Sandwiches, homemade cakes 
—what a spread. But I must admit, 
it made me a little nervous to hold 
a pony while drinking tea out of a 
Crown Derby cup! 

Nine children entered in the first 
class, the novice seat and hands. This 
was judged on the same basis as the 
horsemanship test, 60 percent for 
riding, and 40 per cent for technical 
knowledge. They all rode together, 


and were questioned individually. 


After interchanging of mounts, 
Pierre Bergeron was_ given Ist, 
Doreen Clough 2nd, Jane Ramsey 


3rd, and Bob Campbell 4th. One of 
the questions was ‘‘Tell me one very 
important rule when riding across 
other peoples’ property. A small fry 
answered “Be sure you are not seen.” 

Horsemanship test No. 2 was 
judged individually. Winner was 
Mary Robb, with Francis Currie 2nd, 
Helen Housden 3rd, and Joan Mac- 
Kay 4th. Judge for these morning 
events was Mrs. F. H. Dillingham. 

For the afternoon events, the 
seniors were occasionally asked to 
hold a horse, watch a bucket, or 
move a jump, but the classes, cour- 
ses, entries and judging sheets were 
all done in advance by the juniors. 
Their judges were Shirley McCall, 
who is a senior this year, and Helen 
Housden who is in her last year as 
a Junior. 

First gymkhana event was 42a 
potato race, and that was followed 
by a musical chairs, fancy dress 
race, and apple and bucket race. 
Winners were Pierre Lacaille, Fran- 
ces Currie twice, and Susan Pitfield. 
In the apple and bucket race, the 
apple, floating in a full bucket of 
water, had to be lifted out by the 
teeth. While kneeling on the ground 
to do this, they still had to hold 
their horses, and when the apple 
was caught, they had to remount and 
gallop back to the start. The win- 


ners obviously didn’t mimd getting 
their hair wet, as they followed the 
apple down, and pinned it against 
the bottom of the bucket. Come to 
think of it, it didn’t do to be too 
fussy in that game, as the buckets 
were taken straight out of the 
stable! 

The obstacle jumping was won by 
Doreen Clough, and the Junior 
jumping by Dilys Williams. Last 
class was pair riding, and this went 
to two ponies, a black and a white.

posed of horsemen and horsewomen, 
was so essential; never has it been 
known that an appeal to Yorkshire- 
men to further the interests of the 
horse had failed. Do you remember 
what George Borrow chronicled in 
“Romany Rye’? 

“By no manner of means permit 
a Yorkshiremen to get up into the 
saddle, for if you do, it is 3 to 1 he 
rides off with your horse; he can’t 
help it; trust a cat amongst cream, 
but never trust a Yorkshireman on 
the saddle of a good horse’’. 

Well! that emphasises the fact 
that the love of the horse is part of 
our heritage. Today that heritage, 
if not threatened, is encircled by in- 
creasing difficultues. That, in part, 
is why this Association has come 
into being. It will help, advise, en- 
courage, and support sportsmen, 
breeders, show exhibitors, Pony 
Clubs, gymkhanas, and all those dir- 
ectly and remotely connected with 
the horse. But it can do this only if 
it has the concerted backing of men 
of standing and influence in the 
county, and also of the rank and 
file.

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Irish Horse Notes

THE IRISH RACING BOARD 

After five weary war years, when, 
due to wartime uncertainties, the 
going on the Irish equestrian scene 
was really heavy, the cessation of 
hostilities in Europe has heralded 
a new era, and has opened up chan- 
nels for Irish owners, breeders, and 
trainers, hitherto undreamed of. 

The tinge of golden dawn that has 
tinted the edge of the heavy war 
clouds that hung over bleeding Eur- 
ope has cast a very bright light over 
the Irish racing scene, and has shown 
the government of Rire a way where- 
by they can help a great national 
industry. 

Irish sportsmen, at last, have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their 
tremendous efforts to keep the flag 
flying, in the face of terrific odds, 
over the racecourses of Ireland dur- 
ing those five hard years, have not 
gone unrewarded. 

These standard bearers, stalwart 
and true to the traditions of their 
sporting ancestors, held their meet- 
ings when transportation facilities 
afforded apparently unsurmountable 
difficulties. 

The sporting fraternity of Ireland 
did not let the Irish horsemen down, 
because they travelled to race meet- 
ings on everything at their com- 
mand, from shank’s mare (the feet) 
to gas filled balloons, propelling 
autos. 

The key-note of pessimism was 
struck when the government turned 
a deaf ear to the clamor of sports- 


men for a National Stud in Ireland,” 


after England transferred her Nat- 
ional Stud at Tully, Co. Kildare, to 
the home ground on the sister isle. 

Now, however, the vested power of 
the country has stepped on the band- 
wagon, and has not only taken an 
interest in the suggested National 
Stud, but they have also taken a 
hand in improving the lot of the 
racegoer generally. 

The government has at last reali- 
zed the tremendous potentialities of 
the horse-breeding industry in Ire- 
land. Heretofore, it seemed that the 
members of the Dail were too taken 
up in the past with politics, to be 
bothered very much with the anci- 
ent pastime of horse-racing. Per- 
haps, many of the members, not be- 
ing horsey minded, considered this 
great industry somewhat beneath 
their dignity. 

Be that as it may, we are now 
happy to report, that the horse bug 
has bitten some of the members of 
the Dail, and they are now acquies- 
cent. They now see that an expan- 
sion of the post-war lucrative busi- 
ness of exporting Thoroughbred and 
hunter horses from Ireland, will de- 
pend to a great extent on the heal- 
thy condition of racing in the old 
green isle, and they have decided to 
spare nothing in the promulgation 
of this great national industry. 

The government is accordingly 
sponsoring a bill in the Dail, as a 
contribution to this post-war plan- 
ning. Its purpose is to provide ade- 
quate funds to be used for the bet- 
terment of horse-breeding and horse- 
racing, so that the Irish horse in- 
dustry will be able to cope with any 
difficulties that may arise when rac- 
ing on a full scale is resumed in 
Britain. 

The interest of the government is 
magnanimous to the extent that, al- 
though they have devised a neat 
little scheme to tax betting, never- 





theless, they have decided to turn 
over the profits from this taxation 
to a committee, to be used solely for 
the betterment of racing conditions 
in [reland. 

This committee will be known as 
the Irish Racing Board, and the bill 
that will give the green light to this 
board will be known as the Racing 
30ard and Racecourses Bill. 

The poard will consist of six mem- 
bers of the Turf Club or I. N. H. S. 
C., and five representatives of other 


aspects of racing, including breed- 
ing and bookmaking. 
It has been estimated that the 


board’s revenue will amount to 
about, in American money, a million 
dollars a year. This money is to be 
provided by a five percent tax on 
course bets, and by a ten percent 
tax on course pets, and by a ten per- 
cent tax on Totalisator (pari-mutual) 
bets. 

If enough dough is not provided 
by these taxes, the government has 
empowered the Minister of Finance, 
at his discretion, to grant the board 
an additional hundred thousand dol- 
lars (we quote dollars for Chronicle 
readers) to meet expenses. 

The board is empowered to make 
grants or loans for increasing stake 
money; reduce entry fees and other 
charges; provide part of the expense 
of carting horses to and from meet- 
ings; help to reduce charges to the 
public; improve racecourses, and so 
on. 

The board will also have 
to lease, establish, equip and main- 
tain racecourses, and to race on these 
courses. \ 

All this sounds like giving 
body a lot of power over the Irish 
horse industry generally, but the 
law-makers of this venture have, 
very wisely, put the board under the 
disciplinary control of the govern- 
ing bodies of Irish equestrian sport, 
which are none other than the staid 
and dignified Irish Turf Club, and 
Irish National Hunt Steeplechase 
Committee.

Prospects For Chasing 
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That year there were 519 starters 
representing 300 owners. In 1942 
this dropped to 371 starters and 285 
The low was reached in 
1943 when 230 horses started for 
only 140 owners. Last year there 
was a slight increase to 235 starters 
and 159 owners. 

One of the best signs for the future 
of steeplechasing comes from the in- 
crease in purses for the jumping 
events which have been made this 
year, Pimlico starting off with in- 
creases and Belmont Park also in- 
creasing its purses substantially for 
such events. Saratoga’s meeting at 
Belmont is following with similar 
increases and Delaware Park has 
framed a good program of events 
through the field with large purse 
increases and two stakes, the George- 
town Steeplechase Handicap with 
$10,000 added and the Indian River 
Steeplechase also with $10,000 ad- 
ded. Delaware has arranged its 
program so as not to conflict with 
Belmont Park. 

The United Hunts set an example 
at their meeting at Belmont Park on 
November 6th last year when they 
put up $35,000 in purses, $10,000 
of it for The Temple Gwathmey Me- 
morial Steeplechase Handicap. This 
was the largest amount in purses 
ever put up for a one-day hunt meet- 
ing. This day of racing was well 
supported by the public and was a 
great success adding substantially to 
the net profits of the 1944 Victory 
Meeting for various Charities and 
War Relief. The larger associations 


owners. 


that conduct steeplechasing have fal- 
len in line with this policy and the 
sport at these tracks will naturally 
be greatly improved. 

The steeplechase events at Bel- 
mont Park have had good but green 
horses to start with but schooling 
will improve these horses so I look 
for better racing there later, also at 
Saratoga’s meeting in August. There 
are plenty of horses available and in 
training and it is encouraging to 
note that there are many newcomers 
among the list of owners and entries. 
The horses are rather green but they 


will improve and best of all the pub-. 


lic is showing keen interest in cross- 
country racing. 

It is easier to develop a hurdler 
than -a steeplechaser and trainers 
may be taking advantage of this dur- 
ing war time. It is to be hoped that 
they will not lose interest in develop- 
ing good steeplechasers. They are 
the backbone of the sport and I be- 
lieve trainers will not neglect steeple- 
chases as long as purses for the big 
jumping events are made attractive 
as they are developing this season. 

There is little prospect for post 
and rail events until the war is over. 
This is to be regretted for they pro- 
vide picturesque sport as well as 
severe tests for horses. Timber races 
were, in fact, the features of many 
of the hunt meets throughout the 
country that go to make up the cir- 
cuit that did keep the horses in, ac- 
tion from early spring until well into 
the fall. But owing to the lack of 
hunting on account of war conditions, 
which develops post and rail horses 
there can be but little hope for these 
meets where post and rail events 
were featured until we can get back 
to normal conditions. So many of 
the amateur riders are in the service 
it would be very difficult to put ona 
post and rail event even if the horses 
were ready. 

In due time we will have a return 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup and those 
post and rail tests that featured the 
meets at Radnor, Pennsylvania, Es- 
sex County, New Jersey, Rolling 
Rock, Pennsylvania, Middleburg, 
Virginia, Monmouth County, New 
Jersey, My Lady’s Manor, Maryland, 
Meadowbrook, Long Island, Camden, 
South Carolina, Aiken, North Caro- 
lina and others. In the meantime 
the task is to keep steeplechasing 
going until the war is over, then en- 
thusiasm for this great sport will 
return. 

For the betterment of steeplechase 
events now and in the future, in my 
opinion, there should be one person 
in charge of building the jumps at 
all steeplechase courses. Also all 
brush jumps should be as nearly uni- 
form as possible especially as to 
HEIGHT and BREADTH of the 
brush making a fairer test for jump- 
ers no matter where they should 
run, whether it be at the big tracks 
or at hunt meetings throughout the 
country.

Distinguished Ancestor 

Lord Boswell, one of several 
clever juveniles racing this season 
for Mrs, Elizabeth Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm, boasts an interesting 
and distinguished ancestor in Car- 
bine, great-great grandsire of his 
dam Fantine by Whichone—Jeanne 
Bowdre. 

Idol of Australian turf enthusi- 
asts, Carbine won 33 of 43 starts in 
four seasons of racing, 1887-88 to 
1890-01, and was only once unplac- 
ed. 

All seriousness in his races, Car- 
bine was inclined to temperament at 
other times. One of his  idiosyn- 
cracies was abhorrence of rain on 
his ears; he didn’t mind it on his 
body. Because of this he once flatly 
refused to go to the post and Train- 
er Walter Hickenbotham had to walk 


to the post with him holding an um- — 


brella over his head. Later a small 
umbrella-like contraption was made 
to attach to the bridle.

again this year; or, perhaps, ever 
again. 
It was obvious throughout the 


running of the Preakness that Hoop 
Jr. was in trouble before the stretch 
was reached. Under the circum- 
stances he ran a game race—and it 
is not impossible that, had he re- 
mained sound, he might still be a 
hero. 

However, the fact seems to be 
that he was an “early bird’’, rushed 
forward as fast as possible for the 
Derby objective. He attained it— 
but it finished him. Photos of the 
colt taken before and after the Derby 
showed that it must have taken a lot 
out of him, as he looked badly tuck- 
ed in the flank and very decidedly 
as if he had “been to the races.” 





The Santa Anita Derby was a de- 
cided upset, for the winner, Buyme- 
abond, went to the post at 8 to 1, 
but beat the favorite, Busher, by a 
neck, that filly, hitherto unbeaten 
this season, starting at 1 to 2 so 
certain was her victory deemed. 

The riding of Woolf is reported to 
have been a big factor in the victory 
of the winner, he outfinishing Long- 
den on the favorite in a long stretch 
duel. 

Woolf and Arcaro are our two 
“big money” riders, and they cer- 
tainly held good their reputations in 
these two races, of which the Bel- 
mont was worth $52,675 to the win- 
ner and the Santa Anita Derby $37,- 
245. 

Buymeabond—as his name would 
suggest to the initiates—was bred by 
Col. E. R. Bradley at Idle Hour 
Farm and is one of the first crop of 
foals sired by his famous young stal- 
lion Bimelech, the winner of both 
the Belmont and the Preakness 
Stakes in 1940. As Colonel Bradley 
also bred Busher, he has the credit 
of turning out both the first and 
second in the $50,000 race. 

Buymeabond was introduced to 
the races last season as a 2-year-old 
in the Bradley colors, but later on 
was sold to J. K. Houssels, of Las 
Vegas, New Mexico. There was 
nothing striking about his juvenile 
career, which consisted of 13 starts, 
of which he won but 2, both over- 
night events. 

This season he began well by win- 
ning his first start at Churchill 
Downs; then tailed off in subsequent 
efforts, including the Kentucky Der- 
by, in which he ran sixth. But his 
owner’s faith in him remained strong 
and he was sent to Santa Anita with 
the big stake of last Saturday his 
objective—and justified the opera- 
tion handsomely, for in addition to 
the $37,245 net cash he received a 
gold trophy, while both Col. Bradley, 
as his breeder, and his trainer, W.

scorching sun appeared but the 
ground remained slippery. The day 
was very hot and sultry and a large 
crowd gathered and lined the ring 
with cars (our gas ration has been 
increased one gallon). 

Plenty of horses were on hand 
and were a good average lot, al- 
though there were few real quality 
horses. This, of course, does not 
apply to the open jumpers as many 
of Ontario’s tops were present. More 
out of town horses and green ones 
would no doubt have been there had 
it not been for the weather, and also 
some had planned to attend two 
other shows also held on the same 
date in Ontario. These, I believe, 
were cancelled however. At one 
time it was hoped we would have 
some entries from Quebec but again 
one of the biggest shows in that 
province also had conflicting dates. 
These dates had all been set before 
the Canadian Zone of the A. H. S. A. 
was formed. 

Exhibitors here, as everywhere, I 
suppose, expressed the hope of get- 
ting an outside judge and the ser- 
vices of Christopher Wadsworth of 
Kenmore, New York were procured. 
He was most emphatic about judg- 
ing under American Horse Show 
rules, which, of course, the show was 
supposed to be showing under, but 
in several hunter classes the program 
only called for performance and here 
Mr. Wadsworth added manners and 
way of going. He seemed somewhat 
inconsistent in his attitude as re- 
gards soundness but placed the 
horses he liked consistently enough 
throughout the show. 

Elliot Cottrelle was again among 
the exhibitors for the first time since 
the beginning of the war and had 
two of his horses, Duhallow and 
Monedarragh. The former was 2nd 
in Thoroughbred hunters and in open 
middle and heavyweight hunters and 
placed 3rd in model hunters where 
Mondedarragh was 4th. Mr. Cot- 
trelle also had a young home-bred 
gray Molly, which collected an im- 
pressive score of points to be runner 
up for the championship to Regal- 
aire. Molly’s points were scored by 
winning green lightweight, the sad- 
dle class and road hack and taking 
3rd in novice performance. 

Outstanding horse in the show was 
O. D. Robinson’s handsome Thor- 
oughbred Regalaire which turned in 
some beautiful smooth performances 
under the able handling of Rosalie 
Howell. This good horse won the 
trophy for open lightweights, ladies’ 
hunter and Thoroughbred hunter and 
placed 2nd to T. Pogue’s Patrolman 
in model hunter. Patrolman, a

The defeat of Busher illustrated 
onee again the difficulty with which 
fillies, however high-class, are con- 
fronted when asked to beat the colts 
in the great 3-year-old fixtures. 

The daughter of War Admiral had 
won all three of her previous outings 
this year in a very convincing man- 
ner. And when her supposed most 
formidable adversary for the Derby, 
Sea Sovereign, eliminated himself 
from the field the morning of the 
race by seriously injuring a leg, it 
looked as if it was at her mercy.

had not quite the strength at the

How To Keep Rabbits 
From Damaging Garden 





Do you have trouble with rabbits 
damaging Victory . garden 
plants? Of you don’t want 
them to eat the vegetables you had 
planned to have for your family’s 
use, so some suggestions 
that will help you keep them out of 
the garden. 

The best way, of course, is to nse 
a two-foot fence of 1 1-2 inch mesh 
chicken wire.
